It might just be wishful think- 
ing on our part but we’d like to 
believe that the recommendations 
of the Hart-Peterson survey of 
Salinas Junior College will soon 
come into being. 

This report was prepared by 
F. W.. Hart and L. H. Peterson 
of the Department of Education 
of the University of California, 
noted for their surveys of school 
systems. Dr. J: F. Ching, super- 
intendent of: schools in Salinas, 


presented this survey to all of]! 


the teachers of Salinas schools in 
a meeting held here in the jun- 
ior college this Monday. 

Before going any farther, let 
us look into these recommenda- 
tions, specifically: 

(1) That. an auditorium ‘with a 
seating capacity of approximately 
1200 be added to the plant,. to- 
gether with a music department 
integrated with stage and stage 
craft unit of the auditorium. 

(2) A new. gymnasium for 
women. 

(3) A health unit. 

(4) A student body suite that 
can be used until such time as 
student union building may be 
justified. 

(5) A teachers’ professional 
workroom and library associated 
with. a men teachers’ and a 
women teachers’ room. 

(6) A new library, converting 
the present library into expanded 
facilities for the commercial de- 
partment. 

(7) Completion of the purchase 
of all property lying between the 
college and the park. 

Like all good things, there is 
a certain catch to these recom- 
mendations, in this case that oh- 
so-hard-to-get capital. The amount 
needed. to back up these recom- 
mendations comes to two to four 
million dollars, but of this sum 
only a fraction would be spent 
on. additions to S.J.C. The ap- 
propriation of this money must 
come from the passage of a 
school bond on the part of the 
voters of the Salinas School Dis- 
trict. 

By studying the list of pro- 
posed recommendations, one can 
easily see what the realization of 
these additions would) mean to 
the student body of S.J.C. Many 
of these items such as the audi-

Cafeteria 
Price Raise 
Anticipated 


Prices may have to be raised 
in the near future if the S.J.C. 
cafeteria continues to lose money 
as it did in September. The loss 
last month was $372.32, Mr. Karl 
Bengston, college controller, re- 
ports. 


The reasons for the loss this 
year may be attributed to the 
facts that fewer students are at- 
tending school: this year than 
last year, and the cafeteria is 
now: paying higher prices for 
food. The prices charged stu- 
dents: are now lower than be- 
fore while the salaries of the 
cafeteria workers are higher. 

An example of this is 5-cent 
coffee and milk whereas : last 
year the price for these same ar- 
ticles was 10 cents. 

It has become apparent that 
something will have to be done 
if the cafeteria is to continue op- 
erating. Although it is not ex- 
pected to make a profit, the school 
must break even on the cafe- 
teria expen@itures. As the only 
item that the school is able to 
alter is the prices of the food, 
this is what will have to be 
changed and by all indications 
they are going up, Mr. Bengston 
concluded.
